Since I was a chijd I ofien 
dreamed about making acavei 
to adifferem countr\' 10 admire 
monuments, famous places,.,. 
bnl vvhen I was in the middle of 
the way I alvvavs w r oke up. I 
knew r it was ali a dream, 
impossible to be truth. I would 
never be able to go to Paris, 
Venicc, London,... 

However mv Juck 
suddeniy changed lastyear. One 
day, during an English Sesson 
our teacher, Pilar ARIÑO, 
informed us aboui a State grant 
in which we could take pan if 
we had some requirements. f 
didn't pay much attention to it 
(jike most peopie) becausc j 
thought I had to fill in all the 
detaiis of thc form for nothing. 
But Piiar offered herself to heip 
us to vvrite everything that the 
form asked fon Then I thought 
I had nothing to lose... and J 
filted it. 


One month later 1 
recieved a ceruñcate caid from 
the local govemment explaining 
me that I had obtained a grant 
to spend one summer month in 
England. 1 cou]dn J t believe thai 
was happening to me, the 
unluckiest boy in the vvorid! 

You can imadne the rest; 
Whcn thc course ended 1 handly 
had time lo rest because in iess 
than two vveeks I had to buv a

lot of for the trar el and consuli 
rny friends aboul the dothes. 
the money,... you knovv. Besides 
that it was che fint time 1 was 
going out {to a diffeient country) 
and [ didn't get used to having 
so much Juggage. 

On the other hand the 
joumey was verv tiring: I had to 
go to Madnd to take the plane to 
England. 

The first dav in Engiand 


was the worst E couidu't keep 
on living the vvay 1 used to 
because thmgs were obviously 
different. I had dinner at 7:30 
p,m, and the packed lunch we 
had ai ihe Engiish school for 
foreign sludents vvas really 
hombie (an appie. a sandvvich, 
a cake and a potato chip bag). 

Hovvever. although ! losi 
vveight, I met manv Engiish 
and Spanish peopie and made a 
lot of ne vv fnends. Besides, vve 
made some excursions to 
mteresting and wonderful 
places like Londotv, Canterbury 
(vvhich vvas fuil of Spanish 
pcople). Leeds Castle,... 

The iast day vve all vvished 
not to finish our holiday, our 
dream there, but vve had to come 
back.

Are you to!d 
whLch records you have to put 
on and when? 

There are sixt> r radio SU- 
tions and thcy are directed ac- 
cording to several critena: 
audiences, the power of ihe 
stations, I usuaily go to 
Madrid everv' Tuesday and the 
songs which are going to be 
listened to on the 40 Principa- 
les programmes all over Spain 
are chosen there. 

The record companies 
pnesent iheir producis and they 
are selected, you sent the list 
vvhich isn't rigid, bul flexiblc, 
depending on the coordinators 
of each radio station, me in 
Pdmplona. The coordinator can 
mclude local groups important 
in their places. 1 don't have to 
stick to the iist. 


-\\Tien it's yotir turn on 
the air r do you put on the 
music you Uke? 

\Vhat we do, and it 's done 
everv : where, it's make a colour 
diagram, a colour list aocording 
to the colour of each record: 
red, green, blue, black and white 
in this order. 

The red recond is listened 
the most and the white one thc 
least. They go in order and this 
can't be changed, except when 
there's something special. The 
rcd is played ever> r two hours, 
the green once evcry xvvo and a 
half hours, the blue eveiy three 
and a half, the black every four 
and the wjhite one cvery r four 
and a half, 

-What do you do whcn 
your mind is bkmkl 

It never happens to me, 
you laugh, you chatter a bit, and 
that's ail.

I have to go on listentng, 
and I usually do, but I hke lis- 
ienmng to the radio where f 'm 
tvorking (worktng on it ifs dif- 
ferent from listenning to it) to 


know how it sounds, what goes 
wrong or what doesn't... this is 
fundamental, I like the spoken 
radio verv much. At ihe mo-

ment I fike some stations a lot 
and I have some Inends who 
used to work with me and are 
now workiriE in other stations, 
w hose programmes 1 fike lis- 
tenning to; but they are not 
normally musical programmes. 
[ only lisien to the 40 Principa- 
les. 


-Do you critise other 
programmes a lot? 

No, I don't usuallv listen 
to the cGmpeiiton; because Lhey 
are the ‘'enemies". J don't mmd 
Lelhng you which stations T like 
best. At the spoken radio level I 
tove lisiennmg to Onda Cero, 
tvhere I have Jots of friends. Al 
the musical radio level, as I said 
before, I only fisten to the 40 
Principales. But I should have 
said thai I also lisien to other 
stations such as Radio 3 (RNE) 
vvhich has really wonderful 


especiaJised programmes that 1 
fove. 

J have friends in nearly 
all the radio stations and I listen 
to them. NevertheleSs, 1 have 
no rivaJ titl now! 

-How did you come to 
work in the 40 Principales? 

1 staited working in a 
programme called "Perfrnetro, 
diatnetro y radio" in OM as a 


child (the funny boy who al- 
ways sfipped down), Bit by bjt 
they gave me more scojje be- 
cause 1 kepton. From there they 
Lransfcrred me to FM to work 
short periods and then wiih ihe 
time Radio Forrnula started. 

-How long do you work 
with music every day ? 

1 work now in music and 
publicity. I usuafly vvork 5 or 6 
hours a day in publicity and 
after Ihat 1 spcnd some time on 
organisation and publicity. 1 
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mean, a lot of hours a day. 

-VVTiot are tbe qualities 
a person needs for this job? 

Welh firsi d’ al] he should 
have a good voice and be Spa- 
nish -no. l'm joking-. Now se- 
riousiy, even an American has 
worfced here. 

The person interested m 
this worfc should be able to 
cojnmunicate, knovv a little 
about music, a mimmum of 
English. People, young peopJe 
should identifv with him, we 
don ’t need somebody w r ho 
makes people thinfc Lhey are 
talking to a martian. 

-How are you when you 
don't have the radio to back 
you up? 

It depends on thc people 
I 'm with. Here I 'm in my envi- 
ronment but I'm very : shy. At 
the radio station you feel at 


home. People form a wrong idea 
of me from the radio. 

-What kind of musk do 
you like apart from what 
comes from Madrid? 

1 like a bit of evervthing, 
I'm a bit like a chamaleon. I'm 
quite a pop music fan, I reallv 
do lifce pop music. It's on and 
off and ii depends on the 
moment, perhaps I like a pop 
musie song in the small hours 
or I buy Aiejandro Sanz's re- 
coojd to have ii in the car, I don't 
mind. It's the same. rm going 
to buy a record of a group such 
as ''Jurtt Gitrus" or "Cristbia y 
los subiemmeos". 

-Any aneeddtes? 

Yes, millions have hap- 
pened to me. I have had just
